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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The instant claim amendment does not simplify 
the issues for appeal as it appears to simply remove underscoring of alleged new matter and does not add anything to the record since all 
claims are designated as previously presented. 

The remarks respond to the new matter rejection raised in the Final Office Action by citing where in the instant specification one skilled in 
the art finds support regarding support regarding a previously rejected claim limitation of "without translating". However, cited specification 
paragraphs 4 or 15 are argued to teach a "compatibility" which is not identical claim scope of "without translation". The instant specification 
paragraph 32 teaches "uniform format" which is substantively a different scope than the scope of a newly amended limitation of "without 
translation". Therefore the new matter rejection is maintained but this reasoning would be overcome if the scope of a claim amendment 
were commensurate with the scope of the specification. 

On page 3, paragraph 2 through page 4, paragraph 1 , Applicant argues a multi-pronged argument that Cheyer does not teach the 
alternative of "without translation" and Cheyer teaches away from the limitation "without translation". However, this issue is previously 
addressed on pages 4-5 of the Final. A reasonable read of a negative limitation of "without translation" can also be read on Cheyer 
teaching that an alternative prior art meets "without translation" with Fig, 2 "Interface specific invocation. ..transparent response". In 
response to the second prong of Applicant's argument, Cheyer does not disparage, criticize or otherwise discourage a prior art solution of 
handling interface calls without translating them in Col. 4-5 because advantages of the present invention are discussed in the positive and 
no citation to the contrary has been provided. Therefore the prior art rejection of claim 8 is maintained as well as for dependent claims 10, 
11, 14 and 18. 

For at least the reasons above, all instantly pending claims are rejected. 
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
